ADDED ACREAGE FOR 


TANK FARM 


Enlargement and extensions of 


the plant and grounds of the Cor- 
sicana refinery of the Magnolia Pe- 
troleum Company havn resulted in 
the expenditure of approximately 
S300.000 during the past six months. 


The most 
recent improvement 


was the purchase of forty acres of 
land on the southwest corner of the 
refinery tract from Frank King, 
on which a tank farm 
is 
being 


built. 
The forty acre, tract com- 


pletes the refinery subdivision and 
is a part of the old Frost estate. 


Two 80,000 barrel tanks will be 


erected on the now sector at a cost 
of approximately 5175,000. The ma- 
terial is being unloaded on the 
ground and the foundations built. 
The new tanks will replace the 
tank that was struck by lightning 
for the second time in the history 
of the refinery a few weeks ago. 
Engineers found that there 
was 


not sufficient land to replace the 
burned receptacle with a la/ger 
tank and the addition was decided 
upon. 


A new unit of two stills have also 


been put into 
service 
recently, 


erected at a cost of about $125,000 
and doubling the capacity of the 
plant. The new unit is capable of 
runinng about 5,000 
barrels 
of 


crude oil per day. equal to the com- 
bined output of the other six stills. 


The new unit is composed of 


tube type stills that represent the 
latest development of scientific re- 
search in the manufacture nf pe- 
troleum, in which every possible 
calory of hent is utilized in the re- 
fining process with approximately 
half the fuel cost. 


All types of crude are now .land- 


led at the Corsicana refinery, in- 
cluding the troublesome sulphur- 
bearing deposits of some of 
the 


West Texas fields. 
The new con- 


struction at the refinery was in- 
stalled under the direction of Fred 
Dreihs of Beaumont, general su- 
pervisor, who has been employed 
by some of the Standard Oil 
nits 


for more than 20 years. 


With the new storage facilities, 


and the increased still capacity, the 
Corsicana re'inery is now one of the 
leading units of the Magnolia sys- 
tem.
